And 
how came the Apofiles to know Moles and Elias being 
Perfons they had never before feen? And laftly, why 
did shefe two appear rather than any other of the ancsent 
Patrsarcbhs and Prophets. 

A, Asto the firft Query, whar was the Occafion 
of ChrifPs cranffiguring himlelf, fome think it was 
shat he might fortify his Difciples againft all Temp- 
tarion co Apottacy that they fhou’d have at the Time 
ot his Paffion. Bur this does not fatisfy, becaufe ir is 
not probable that he woud deprive lus ocher Ditci- 

jes and followers cf rhe fame Remedy,.or that he 
wou’d forbid his Difciples to {peak of thar Vifion for 
any other Keafoa than becaufe the Fruits of it were 
not to take Place till after his Death. We there- 
fore rather incline to the Opinion of Calvin, who 
makes no doubr that Christ waosfigured him{lf with 
an Intention to teftific, thar he was notto fay down 
his Life throvgh Necefficy or Compulfion, bur that 
he was to make a free Vcluntary Sacrifice of it to 
his Father for rhe Sins of the World. We are taughr 
therefore by chis, that Christ was liable to dic, be- 
caule it was his own meer Will and Pleature to be to; 
that he was therefore crucified becaute he offered 
himfelf. For the tame Body, that hung apon the 
Crofs, and laid in the Sepulchre, con’d have been free 
both from Death ana the Sepuichre, fince it had been 
already partaker of Carleftiai Glory. Tv was tuffici- 
ent for Chri? to make Choice of Three Witneffes 
of his concealing Divine Glory and Majefty under 
a Veil of Fleth, becaufe this Number is preicribed in 
the Law of. Mofes for the proving of any Thing. 
Deut. 17. 6. Wherher Mo/es and Elias were prefent 
or only by Way of Phantafm is, we gract a difputa- 
ble Point. Ic can be no abfurdiry to affert the frit, 
fGince God has the Bodies and Souls of Men in his 
own Hand, and can at any Time reftore them co Life 
when he finds a proper Occafion. How the Apofties 
knew Mofes and Elis is no manner of Difficulty, as
